dential electors, to \Vm, M. Stewart for

Charles H. Bulkoap for Jadge of the Su- 
preme Court, and to Henry L Fish and 
Chirlas E. Mack for B-jgents of tha State 
University, each and all of whom pledged 
themselves to support no man for exuoo- 
tive or legislative office, who is not com- 
initturl by platform and declaration to the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver. 


The Republican ticket ia composed of 


men nominated by a convention of bolters, 
who objected to enpporliug the only tree 
ooin-ige candidate for Piesident in the 
fl>M. These bolters nominated a putt of a 
ticket, a minority of them selecting a can- 
didate for Congressman, who, ia t^e six 
years which be nrrvbd in the House of 
Beprtseutativpa, i *ver did u thing for the 
benefit of bis constituents, iiud now ap- 
peal to the peoplw to 8RHD el-ct him for no 
other known reuaoo than (bat he supports 
a Presidential candidate who declares in 
his letter of acceptance that he is opposed 
to fr«e coinage at the ratio of 16 to 1.

Found in a Cam in Nevada C'onaty. 
The Nevada city (Cal.) Herald of last 


Wednesday hts the following re'stivc to a 
wonderful cave1 near Bridgepott, which be* 
been partially explore 1 by Profe»for Gaty 
of San Franciaeo and T. P. MoCarty of 
Nevsrl'i coonty: 


"Tha month of tbe cavern is in tbe face 


of a h:gb cl S of heaping rocks, aud from 
no point is it visible from tbe surrounding 
country. The aperatnre is about 6 by 8 
feet, and the sides, roof aud bottom are 
covered witb a mass of blnish-grey crys- 
tals, interspersed with the pale yell >w stal- 
agmites and stalactites, among which a 
few feathery ferns support themselves. 


As you enter this cavern yon are 


stricken wuh a sense of tbe most intense 
silencp. 
You become suddenly mate— 


your voice is gone. Ton cannot bear yonr 
own font«t>-pa, nor can yon by any means 
produce tho least sound. A heavy, fore- 
boding senri'ition, AS though 8oni<) great 
danger was at band, comes suddenly upon

you, and an effort of will power is required 
to keep yonrealf from rushing out and 
leaping from the fao« of the cliff to the 
jagged rocks belo<v. 


•'For fifty feet tbe cavern stretches away 


ai a sort of low, fquare tunnel, and you 
pick your way carefully among tbe stalag- 
mites, where nothing ts broken. There is 
no moisture, and ycur feet disturb and 
raise small olouda of tbe fine impalpable 
du«t of centuries. Thtra is a faint musty 
flavour in tbe air, which bus a peculiarly 
depressing effect, and you feel that you are 
going down into tbe very bowelei of the 
earth. 


"Suddenly the low tunnel becomes wide 


and high, and yon fiod yourself in a gor- 
geous room, tbe walls of which are covered 
with crystals of all tbe colors of tbe rain- 
bow. 
Indeed each crystal, and there are 


millions upon millions of th°ra. is a prism 
The feeble light nf your cnndly is n flatted 
over and over ng-uu until it has buen in- 
creased a thousand fold, and the ipacione 
room is as brilliantly lighted as if the sun 
were shining into it. 
But this beautiful 


conglomeration 
of prismatic color and 


crystal imbfllishmeut is not the most strik- 
ng feature. 


"Upon the floor cf tho cavein is fifty-nix 


mages, the petrified forms of men and 
women who wire probably placed there 
many thousand years ago. 
Tney lia in 


rows, with tbeir feet to tho poutb, their 
lands folded abova their hend^, the right 
oot drnwn np and their eyes oppn. Those 
lodies are cude and of a piilo pink through- 
oat.

>rought with him Prof. Gaty broke t ff 
several arm1) and l*-gs, and discovered that 
Iny were all hollow. 


"Ihere were no inscriptions, BO relics 


n stone or ro^ta! by wbioh we could de- 
ormme the. nge to wbioh ttiese once ani- 
mated forms belonged. 
Nature had, per- 


laps, destroyed all but tbo bodies, and 
made them imperishable. 


'Leading from tbia room id a small gil- 


ery which conducts you to anotbi-r room, 
be contents of which are even more woo- 
erful. 
Here, too, are petrified bodies- 


is of them. 
They are not lying prone, 


ut stand, facing the soutb. Th°y are 
raped with 
long, chugiog 
i^urmenlR, 


which have also been tnrnod to stone, tbe 
dges of which ere lichly embroidered with 
front-like fring* of crystals. Taiir utti- 
ude is that of extreme humiliation, and 
aeir stony eyec are staring intently at the 
round.

Of the other 
two the lieutenant bail just been in- 
formed by one of the victims in person, 
who had been bitten when asleep at the 
hat iecda of Corralitcn. They wei e twc 
brothers, one having died of tho effects 
of a bite in the head, the remaining one 
having arrived in person in El Pasc 
seeking medical assistance.—El Paso
